LociaviLLE, Ky., Nov. 5 —The event 
ful day in the state's political history 
opened with fair and cool weather. 
In 
this city there is a voting precinct 
for each 300 of the 39,000 registered 
voters, and at all of these booths from 
fifty to a hundred men were .in line 
long before the polls opened. 
In this 
city the official ballot for state and 
municipal officers contains 225 names, 
beginning with four candidates for each 
of the state officers to be chosen. 
The 
vote, except for school trustees, is 
secret. 
For the offices last named, 
widows, having children of school age, 
are allowed to vote, but so far as known 
none of the women have taken advant- 
age of this right. 
The polls close at 4 
o'clock and it will take until nearly 
morning to count the vote of a pre- 
cinct. The saloons are closed and will 
remain in that 
condition until 12 
.o'clock Wednesday morning. 


FRAKKFORT, Ky., Nov. 5.—The morn- 
ing opened foggy, but the sun came out 
at 10 o'clock. 
White and colored 
voters were allowed to vote alternately. 
Big vote being polled. 


LEXTNGTOK, Ky., Nov. 
5 . — A 
light 
vote will be polled as length of ballot 
makes voting slow. Scores of voters 
will doubtless be unable to vote. Repub- 
licans 
hopeful, democrats 
concede 
nothing. 


JACKSON, Mies., Nov. 5 —The weather 
here and throughout the state is warm 
and a heavy vote will be polled. 
The 
contest is too one-sided to cause much 
interest. 


CiNciiTNATi, 
Ohio, 
Nov. 
5 —The 
weather this morning is delightfully 
pleasant, only a slight haze obstructing 
the brilliancy of the sun's rays to a 
very limited extent. 
The air is balmy 
and everything is conductive to com- 
fort for the early voters. These flocked 
in unusual numbers to the polls both in 
the city and country. 
Keports from 
voting places at 8 o'clock both in the 
city and country showed an unusually 
large vote at that hour. 
In several 
places the vote polled at that hour was 
greater than at any previous election at 
the same hour. 
Unusual interest is 
shown in the election and appearances 
indicate that an unusually large per 
cent, of the registered voters, which is 
greater than ever before, will be cast. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, Nov. 5—Election 
day in this city dawned clear and 
pleasant. 
The voting during the early 
hours of the morning was comparative- 
ly light. 
This had been 
expected, 
however, as the rei^istration was far be- 
low that of last year. 
It was evident 
that much scratching was being done 
on the county ticket by the republi- 
cans. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Nov. 5 —The weather 
opened good. 
Bain is predicted for the 
afternoon. 
Local interest in the state 
ticket and in the respective candidates 
for the United States senate, Brice and 
Foiaker, one of whom is to be elected 
by the next legislature, has not been 
greater for many years. 


HAMILTON, Ohio, Nov. 5.—Weather 
fine; very heavy early vote in city and 
county. 
Prospects for full vote. Camp- 
bell visited different precincts 
this 
morning. 


DAYTON, Ohio, Nov. 5 —The weather 
is bright and bracing. 
Every prospect 
of a large vote, judging by the increased 
registration and the attendance at the 
polls. 
There is an exciting struggle 
over the county ticket and for repre- 
sentatives. 


MASBILLIOV, Ohio, Nov. 5.—The day is 
fine and a heavy vote is being polled. 
Coxey is likely to secure a handsome 
vote. 


AKRON, Ohio, Nov. 5—This is [an 
ideal autumn day and workefB of both 
parties are out in force. 
The registra- 
tion was unusually 
heavy but the 
voting up to 10:30 was rather light. 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Nov. 5.—Reports re 
ceived at the state headquarters of the 
republicans and democrats up to noon 
indicate that there has been a larger 
vote polled during the forenoon than which could hardly be better than it is, 


nati, from Ihe reports received today, 
but he has no indications from Cincin- 
nati. 
At republican state headquarters 
they still claim a large plurality outside 
of Cincinnati, and that the latter will 
go largely republican. 


BALTI.MORE, Md., Nov. 5 — T h e heav- 
iest vote ever polled in Maryland is 
being cast amid scenes of almost un- 
paralleled excitement, accompanied by 
occasional acts of lawleesness and dis 
order. 
The day is spring like and 
balmy. 
Both sides appear to have out 
their full strength and much bitterness 
is manifested among the watchers for 
both parties. 


The first shooting aiTray of the day 
took place at the first precinct oi the 
Ninth ward, before the polls opened, 
when John Smith, a democratic watch- 
er, was shot in the left breast and slight 
ly wounded by Horace E, Van Tassell, 
a republican. 
The latter was arrested 
Two hours later, in the same pre- 
cinct, Chas. G. Baldwin, one of the 
watchers for the reform league, was 
¿everely scratched in the right eye in a 
fight which occurred in the attempt to 
arrest a reporter. 
Several arrests were 
made. 


The managers of the "Evening News" 
predict that Baltimore city will give a 
majority of 10,000 votes for the repub 
lican ticket. 
The indications are that 
Mr. Hurst is more than holding his 
own in the counties outside of Balti- 
more and that whatever majority Mr. 
Townsend has must come from the 
municipality. 
This is claimed by the 
friends of Mr. Gorman, as an indica- 
tion that the attack upon him has not 
been effective and the increased repub- 
lican vote in Baltimore is the result of 
the failure of I. Freeman Raisin to 
hold his own. 
John Banks, chairman 
of the Cecil county democratic com- 
mittee, telegraphed to the Associated 
Press that Cecil county will give Mr. 
Hurst 250 majority. This is more than 
double previous estimates. 


DETROIT, Mich., Nov. 5.—The city 
election, like the campaign, is a very 
quiet affair. The early morning vote 
was light but towards noon much 
activity was shown in meeting the peo- 
ple at the polls and it now looks as 
though a heavy vote will be cast. 
The 
election of Mayor Pingree for a fourth 
term, together with the entire republi- 
can county ticket has been generally 
conceded, the only question being as 
to the size of the majority. 
The 
weather is brilliant and warm. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Nov. 5.—Very 
little 
interest was manifested in the election 
here today. 
There are no close con- 
tests and it is only a question of the 
republican majority. 
The weather was 
clear and mild. 
Up to 11 o'clock a very 
light vote had been cast. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 5.—Notwith- 
standing the fact that the weather is all 
that could be desired repoxts from all 
over the state indicate that a light vote 
is being polled and but little interest is 
being manifested in the election. 
The 
polls opened at 7 a m and close at 7 p. 
m. 


OTTUMWA, Iowa, Nov. 5 —C. A. Walsh, 
secretary of the state democratic cen- 
tral committee, interviewed while home 
to vote, practically conceded the elec- 
tion of Drake today. 
He said: 
"If 
he has over 40,000 plurality I will be 
fooled, but I think he will have some- 
thing under, but near that figure. If it 
had not been for the Marshalltown con- 
vention adopting gold standard Babb 
would have been elected." 


OMAHA, Neb, Nov. 5 —Election day 
dawned warm but cloudy. 
The crowd 
had gathered by the time the polls 
opened and considerable interest was 
manifested from the first. The attend- 
ance increases as the day advances. 
The indications are for the full regis- 
tration being cast—17,500 votes. 
Both 
sides are watching narrowly. 


OMAHA, Neb., 
Nov. 
5.—Throughout 
the state election day opened murky 
and as warm as a July morning with 
the exception of the extreme western 
tier of counties, where a light snow and 
rain is falling. This condition insures 
a fair vote nearly all over Nebraska. 
In the larger cities where registration 
is required, the list is very heavy, repre- 
senting the entire strength of the 
various parties, but this is the result of 
local issues and will not apply in the 
rural districts, where state candidates 
are relied on alone to get out the votes. 
In the country districts the vote will 
not be at all heavy owing to the absence 
of interest. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 5.—Should there be 
a light vote cast in New York today it 
will not be on account of the weather.

supreme court, but it was refused.

"We have done all in our power con- 
sistently with the preservation of the 
public welfare to permit these men to 
vote and a larger number of the force 
have voted today than at any previous 
election. 
We have reports from Chief 
Inspector Collin showing that at 1:30 
o'clock 40 per cent, of the force had 
voted." 


BROOKLYN, N, Y,, NOV. 5 . — B e f o r e 10 
o'clock this morning nearly half of the 
voters in each election district have 
cast their ballots. 
A heayy vote is ex- 
pected despite the registration being 
10 000 short of last year. 


CHICAGO, 
NOV. 
5.—The election in 
this city today was for two judges of 
the superior court, nine trustees of the 
sanitary district and for or against what 
is known as the "Torrens land title sys- 
tem." 
There were four tickets in the 
field—republican, 
democrat, 
people's 
and socialistic labor. 
Comparatively 
little attention was paid to the two 
latter and republican and democratic 
leaders spoke of a woeful lack of inter- 
est on the part of voters. 


The weather was all that could be 
desired. 
The police orders closing all 
saloons during voting hours and pro- 
hibiting electioneering withing 100 feet 
of the poling places were rigidly en- 
forced for the first time and this con- 
tributed to the quiet of the day. 
Up 
to 11 a. m. not one-third of the regis- 
tered vote had been cast, and the indi- 
cations are for the lightest total vote in 
years. 


Besides an apparent general lack of 
interest, the fact that more "suspect'' 
notices were sent into what are com- 
monly called the lodging house districts 
than ever before, aided in holding 
down the vote. 
So far there ha^ been 
little scratching. 


RICHMOND, Va., Nov. 5.—The demo 
cratic ticket will win easily throughout 
Virginia. 
A light vote is being cast 
and there is little enthusiasm shown. 
The cloudy and threatening 
weather 
has kept many o^ the voters home. 
Specials from Williamsburg say that 
everything is going to be democratia 


BOSTON, NOV. 5.—The election today 
is proceeding quietly both in this city 
and throughout the state. The weather 
is superb but up to noon the vote had 
been unusually light. 
Not much is 
heard of the A. P. A. vote, and the 
prediction is made that the scratching 
will not be greater that it has been in 
the past. 


KANSAS CITY, MO., Nov. 5.—Returns 
up to noon indicate but little of what 
the result will be in Kansas. 
As a rule 
a large vote will be polled. 


OMAHA, NOV. 5—The rain and snow 
belt of the early morning has extended 
farther east and interfered somewhat 
with the attendance at the polls. 
In 
some of the larger cities some spirited 
contests are being waged between the 
two wings of the democratic party, and 
each side is doing its best to make a 
showing. 


DES 
MOINES, Iowa, 
Nov. 
5.—The 
weather seems to be good all over the 
state, and everything fine for election 
day. 
The general feeling here in both 
parties is that the vote will be lighter 
than at the last gubernatorial contest. 
The republican plurality will be about 
the same in proportion. 


UPPER 
SANDUSKY, Ohio, Nov. 
5.—A 
beautiful day, coupled with the hardest 
hustling ever witnessed here, is causing 
heavy vote. 
The streets are alive 
with wire-pullers, but things are quiet. 
The republicans feel jubilantly hopeful, 
as the unusual amount of scratching 
indicates success for a part of the 
ticket. 
Some are enthusiastic enough 
to claim the entire county. 
The pop- 
ulists are pulling strongly from the 
democrats, and other influences are at 
work that almost insure the election ot 
the republican candidates for repre- 
sentative, sheriff and 
commissioners. 
The democrats, however, claim a large 
majority for Campbell and the entire 
ticket. 


SALT LAKE, Nov. 5—After 10 a. m. 
voting progressed more rapidly, and at 
the present rate a large vote will be 
polled. 
Many 
tickets 
are 
being 
scratched, and this will probably show 
against the republicans aa the city is a 
republican stronghold 
Nothing defi- 
nite has been heard from country dis- 
tricts. 
A large vote is being polled in 
Ogden. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 5.-2:30 v. M.—It looks 
at this hour as though the republicans 
will succeed in electing all their candi- 
dates, with the exception of one or two 
of the drainage trustees. 


A change of votes sufficient may be 
made between now and the hour for 
closing the polls to change the present 
outlook, but it is not expected. 


The strict enforcement by the police 
of the regulations has resulted in pro- 
ducing one ot the quietest election days 
ever known here.

THE GREAT NORTHERN 


Kailway 
Strike 
Not 
Making- 
Miicli H e a d w a y . 


<)<oo«i»-jn Dononnced—Few Men Out at 
Npokanc—Attcin|>t to Fire 
a Hallway lIria$;o. 


KALISPIEL, 
Mont., 
Nov. 
5.—Roy 
Goodwin, director of the A. R. U., who 
has been just released from jail, where 
he was sentenced by the United States 
court with E. V. Debs and others, 
called a meeting of that order here last 
night. 
Only ten employes of the Kal- 
ispiel division were present, the balance 
being men discharged from the service. 
It was voted to strike and Goodwin 
called the strike to take effect at 11 p. 
m. 
At the appointed hour the train 
crews responded promptly and when it 
was announced 
that 
Goodwin had 
called a strike they took a strong stand 
in favor of the company and expressed 
a determination to defeat the strike 
Goodwin was denounced as an agitator, 
unworthy of notice. 
His anarchistic 
speech at Spokane a few days ago lost 
him any supremacy he may have en- 
joyed among the railroad men. 


SPOKANE, Wash,, Nov. 5 —The strike 
on the Great Northern is only partial 
at this place. 
The east bound passen- 
ger train went through on time and 
the officials claim that all trains are 
moving regularly. 
At the car shops at 
Hilliard, a part of the employes went 
out. 
The strikers claim that about 
sixty have gone out, but the master 
mechanic says the number is only 
eighteen, and of these six have re- 
turned. 


SAN FRANCISCO, NOV. 5 —The threat- 
ened strike of the employes of the 
Great Northern railroad has caused no 
little comment among local railroad 
men and especially the members of the 
A. R. U. 
The dissatisfaction of the 
Hill men has a peculiar significance in 
this city, Oakland and Sacramento, 
inasmuch as it is generally admitted 
that on the success or failure of a strike 
on the Great; Northern railway system 
at this time hinges the future of all 
organized railway labor west of the 
Missouri river. 
Incidentally it may 
be said that on the Southern Pacific 
railway system there hs« been unusual 
activity of late on the part of labor 
unions. 


KALBPIEL, Mont., Nov. 5.—An at- 
tempt was made to wreck a Great 
Northern west bound passenger train 
near Columbia Falls. 
A torch was ap- 
plied to a bridge just west of the big 
cut this side of Columbia Falls and the 
fire was just gaining headway as the 
train dashed onto the bridge. 
The en- 
gineer applied the air brakes and the 
train was stopped on the bridge. 
A re- 
ward of $500 have been offered by the 
Great Northern and $500 by Governor 
Rickards for the apprehension of the 
persons who attempted to wreck the 
train. 


CLEVELAND, 0 . , Nov. 5 —First Assist- 
ant Grand Chief T. S. Ingraham, of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
who represents Chief Arthur 
during 
the latter's absence in Europe, said to- 
day that so far as was known at head- 
quarters, the engineers of the Great 
Northern had no grievances whatever. 
He believed it highly improbable that 
they would in any way become involved 
or take part in any strike on the road. 


MINNEAPOLIS, 
NOV. 
5 —There 
are 
some threatening aspects in the Great 
Northern strike situation, which lead 
to a belief that the strike may become 
general amon^ the A. R. U. men on 
this system by tomorrow. 
The dis 
charge of Engineer William Best, the 
hero of the Hinckley fire, is very dis- 
tasteful to the men. Best was pi;esident 
of the A. R. U. at the time of the peril 
and at a meeting of the grievance com- 
mittee it is charged that he was dis- 
charged for those reasons.

— J u d g e H a d 
ley has overruled the motion for a new 
trial in the Hinshaw murder case and 
sentenced the prisoner to the peniten 
tiary.

CANAL COMMISSIONERS CHOSEN 


President Cleveland Appoints Angell, 


Rnsseli and Cooley. 


WASHINGTON, NOV. 5 —The president 
has made the following appointments: 
James B. Angel, of Michigan; John E. 
Russell, of Massachusetts, and Lyman 
E. Cooley of Illinois, to be commis- 
sioners to make inquiry and report 
upon the feasibility of a deep water 
canal between the great lakes and the 
Atlantic ocean, under the act approved 
March 2, last. 


The deep water commissioners are 
require to meet and confer with a 
similar commission yet to be appointed 
by Great Britain or the Dominion of 
Canada, with reference to the creation 
of a deep water connection between the 
lakes and the Atlantic, and if any part 
of this channel shall fall within the 
lines of Canada they are to determine 
what treaty stipulations are necessary 
to insure the free use of the channel to 
citizens of the United States on equal 
terms with Canadians. 


No salary is attached to the positibn 
of commissioner, 
although 
expenses 
are provided for. 
The commission as 
constituted ranks high in the estima- 
tion of engineer officers. 
Mr. Angell, 
who negotiated the Chinese treaty, is 
regarded as peculiarly qualified to treat 
the diplomatic question involved; Mr. 
Cooley is by profession able to pass 
upon the engineering features of the 
work, and ex-Representative Russell, of 
Massachusetts, is believed able to deal 
with the enterprise as a commercial 
project.

and complete the line of exploration 
from the lakes to the east coast, a dis- 
tance of several hundred miles. 


Dr. Smith was accompanied by 150 
Africans, and at first by an Englishman 
who was subsequently obliged to re- 
turn to London. 
Dr. Smith sent back 
some fine specimens of the regions for 
the Geographical society of London. 
Some months later he was reported to 
be pushing on by another party whom 
he met. 
Aside from these evidences 
of his safety there have been nothing 
until the arrival of his cablegram last 
night.

What remains is withering 
for lack of moisture.

guilt of murder upon a prisoner must 
be so complete as to exclude the possi- 
bility of mistake. 
The strength of cir- 
cumstantial testimony is simply the 
strength of its weakest link, but when 
link by link the chain is forged com- 
plete in its strength from beginning to 
end, it cannot mislead an intelligent 
jury.

The Hon. Carroll D. Wright makes it 
known in his statistics that the LTnited 
States contains 
1,000,000 hired 
girls 
In view of this fact ami of the hired 
girl's dppondence for home happiness 
upon the Christian courtesy of the fam 
ily in which she lives, we wish to ask 
the following questions of those who 
employ a hired girl: 


How many of you say good morning 
and good night to her ? 
How many of 
you greet her cordially on her return 
from an absence? How many of you 
speak of her in a homelike, family way 
to a guest when she enters the room, 
saying, "This is our Eda, who does so 
much to make our home a pleasaut 
place," or something of the sort?. 


How many take special pains to make 
the work lighter on Sunday, by simpli- 
fying the meals and arranging for her 
to go to those meetings of her church, 
which are about the only variety she 
has? 


Who can account for the fact that 
good Christian people 
will 
pass a 
hired girl just as if she was a block of 
wood, not giving her even so much of a 
greeting as they would a household dog 
or cat? 


Why should the hired girl be called 
the servant? To be sure, one who 
serves does that which is altogether 
honorable, but the term has fallen into 
a sort of synonym for servitude; would 
it not be better, therefore, to use the 
expression, our helper? A good, strong 
Saxon word that has uplift in it and no 
sense of degradation. 


How many of them are asked to go 
to family prayers, and with all their 
traits and inconeistencies are remem- 
bered in the prayer that is duly offered ? 
How many are fitted out with Bibles, 
if they have none, and are taught to 
read our language, if of a foreign birth ? 
How many look carefully after the 
hired girl's room—to see that she has 
nice springs in her bad, a soft mattress, 
a rocking chair and every comfort that 
is found in the other rooms of the 
home? How many speak to her kindly 
about an extra good baking of bread or 
a nice dish in which she may feel a 
natural pride? 
We are all glad of 
recognition, and yet we often forget 
that those in humbler situations of life 
are just as glad to be appreciated as we 
in ours. 
Noting that, perhaps, the 
one whose work lies at the b^se of the 
health and the wholesomenese of the 
home is more acceptable than many a 
woman who is the mistress of the home. 


WHOLE WHEAT BREAD. 


Pour 1 pint of boiling water into 1 
pint of milk; when the whole is luke- 
warm, add one compressed yeast cake 
dissolved in J cup of warm water; add 
1 teaspoonful of salt and eufBcient 
whole wheat flour to ncake a batter that 
will drop from a spoon. 
Beat well for 
5 minutes, cover and stand in a moder- 
ately warm place for three hours. Then 
add gradually whole wheat tlour to 
make a dough. 
When sufBciently stiff", 
take it out on the bread board and 
knead until soft and elastic. 
It must 
not b© sticky. Now form it into loaves, 
put each in a greased pan, cover and 
stand aside for one hour, and bake in a 
moderate oven one hour if in square 
loaves, or half hour in a quick oven if 
in long French loaves. 
This is the 
recipe I use in my own home. We, 
however, bake most in stick pans— 
each stick is 6 inches in length and 1 
in diameter.—S. T, E. 


HASH CAKE. 


Onehalf cup of butter, 2 cups ot 
sugar, I cup of sweet milk, 3 cups of 
flour, 2 teaspoons 
baking 
powder, 
whites of 5 eggs. 
Bake in 2 layers in 
square tins. 
Filling for cake, 1 cup of 
raisins (chopped), 1 cup of nuts of any 
kind you wish, not chopped very fine; 
make a boiled icing of 2 eggs, 2 small 
cups of sugar; put enough water in 
sugar to dissolve it, cook until it 
hardens by dropping in water. 
Beat 
this syrup into the beaten whites, then 
add raisins and nuts, spread 
thickly 
between layers and on top; cut in 
squares for the table.—Mrs. S. K. 


HICKORY NUT CUSTARD CAKE. 


Cream, 1 pound of sugar, i pound of 
butter, add five eggs beaten separately, 
1 cup of sweet milk, 1 pound of flour, 
3 teaspoons baking powder; flavor with 
lemon; bake in jelly pans. 
For cus- 
tard, pisce 1 pint of milk in a tin ves- 
sel, set in boiling water; add 1 table- 
spoon of corn starch dissolved in a 
little milk, 2 eggs, i cup of sugw. 2 
cups chopped hickory nut meats 
well 
mixed together in boiling milk, 
stir, 
put between the layers of the cake 
while both are warm. This is excellent.

Pare, core and chop ten good s i z e d 
apples. 
Beat 2 egga without separat- 
ing, and 
cup of milk, ] teaspoonful 
salt and H of a cup of flour. 
Beat until 
light, add apples and 1 teaspoonful of 
melted butter; beat, add teaspoonful ot 
baking powder. 
Mix and fry by drop- 
ping spoonfuls in hot fat. Serve with 
powdered sugar—Good. 


APPLES ON HALF SHELL. 


Cut slices ot bread into rounds, butter 
each and place them in a baking pan. 
Pare and core nice large apples; cut 
them into slicfs crosswise one inch iu 
thickness, put one on each slice of 
bread, dust with granulated sugar and 
put in a hot oven. 
Bake 20 minutee, 
dish, cover with cream and serve.— 
Sallie. 


CLAM SOUP. 


One dozen or one pint of clams, 3 
potatoes, 4 hard boiled eggs, 1 pint o f 
milk, i pint of clam broth, add water 
to make a pint, I bunch of parsley cut 
fine; put potatoes in broth and cook. 
When done put in clams cut up fine 
and cook ten minutes; put milk and 
eggs in last.—Professional. 


FRIED LURNIPS. 


Pare and cut the new turnips 
into 
slices, crosswise, about a halt 
inch 
thick. 
Throw 
them into 
unsalted 
water, simmer 20 minutes, drain. 
Dust 
with salt and pepper, dip into egg, and 
then into crumbs, and fry in smoking 
fat.—Cook. 


FRIID APPLES. 


Remove the cores from large lipe 
apples, cut them into slices 1 of an inch 
thick. 
Dust them with sugar, stand 
aside ten minutes.

then in c.^ke crumbs and fry in oil.

The committea sent out by the Fed- 
eration of Labor to make a canvass of 
the city for the purpose of ascertaining 
the comparative amount of sales ot 
homemade cigars and cigars that are 
shipped in from other places hag com- 
pleted its task. 


A thorough and complete canvass 
was made. It is thought by the com- 
mittee that nearly every dealer in the 
city who handles cigars has been inter- 
viewed upon the subject. 
The commit- 
tee will make a report to the federation 
at the meeting next Friday night and 
tbe report will be a gratifying one. 


It has been found by the committee 
that home made cigars have the largest 
sale and that the city at large is iair to 
union-made goods. 
The leading hotels 
handle outside cigars almost exclu- 
sively, their reason being, as stated by 
them, that the traveling public prefers 
them to local' brands in any city. The 
down town drug stores also extensively 
handle outside goods. 
But the com 
mittee finds that away from Calhoun 
street the demand for home cigars is 
largest and the dealers carry very few 
of any other 
kind. 
Drug stores, 
groceries, cigar stores, etc., outside the 
center of the city and in the suburbs 
say they have very few calls for any- 
thing but home cigars. 
A few saloons 
carry outside cigars but they are nearly 
all kept in a show case and are offered 
for sale only when they are called for. 


Taken in a general way the report of 
the committee is favorable and shows 
that the people of Fort Wayne are in 
favor of patronizing home industry and 
that they are fair toward union labor.

In view of this fact and of tbe hired 
girl's dpppnoVme for home happiness 
upon the Christian courtesy of the fam 
ily in which she lives, we wish to ask 
the following questions of thote who 
employ a hired girl. 


How many of you say good morning 


and good night to her' 
How many ol 


you greet her cordially on her return 
from an absence? How many of you 
apeak of her in a homelike, family way 
to a guest when she enters the room 
saying, "This is our Eda, who does so 
much to make our home a pleasant 
place," or something of the sort?. 


How many take special pains to make 


the work lighter on Sunday, by Bimpli 
tying the meals and arranging for her 
to go to those meetings of her chui-ch 
which are about the only variety she 
has? 


Who can account for the fact thai 


good Christian people will pass < 
hired girl just as if she was a block o 
wood, not giving her even so much of a 
greeting as they would a household dog 
or cat? 


Why should the hired girl be called 


the servant? To be sure, one who 
serves does that which is altogether 
honorable, but the term has fallen into 
a sort of synonym for servitude; would 
it not be better, therefore, to ueo the 
expression, our helper? A good, strong 
Saxon word that has uplift in it and no 
sense of degradation. 


How many of them are asked to go 


to family prayers, and with all their 
traits and inconsistencies are remem- 
bered in the prayer that is duly oSered? 
How many are fitted out with Bibles 
if they have none, and are taught to 
read our language, if of a foreign birth?
